H ii.l spoke in Elizabeth, N. J., last 
nig ht, anti next week he is g oing into Con­ 
necticut. 
T he Governor is not ouly neg lect­ 
ing his 0fllci.1l duties while visiting other 
states, but is spreading himself out mig hty 
thin in his efforts to start a Presidential boom 
for 1892. 
Of wliat avail will be the applause 
of Democratic rog ues in New Jersey, Con­ 
necticut and Indiana if he loses New York, 
where he has performed those feats of “ states­ 
m anship ” which have won for him the ad­ 
m iration of the criruiual classes everywhere ?

evils of the liq uor traffic and put it under 
proper restraint. 
The Dem ocratic members

The Hon. Warner Miller delivered the 
following stirring address to the Fanners 
of Oswego County at Sandy Creek, Sept. 
24th, 1888. 


PROTECTION B E N E FIT S A LL. 


President Cleveland in his message last 
December told the people of this country 
that our protective tariff system at the 
best benefited only those who were em­ 
ployed in the productive industries, as he 
called them. He told you that something 
like three millions of people might be be­ 
nefited by receiving a higher rate of wages 
than they otherwise would; that all of the 
remainder of the sixty millions of our 
people were not benefited by it but were 
greatly injured/' Now if that statement 
is true, we ought to wipe out the whole 
tariff; not pass a bill which they tell us re­ 
duces the tariff five per cent. But if it be 
true that only a mere fraction of our peo­ 
ple, less than five per cent, is benefited 
by it, then I say, away with the whole 
system and resort to direct taxation for 
the support of our government and the 
maintenance of our army and navy. But 
it seems to me that it admits of very easy 
demonstration that all of our people alike 
are benefited by the protective system 
under which we have been living since 
1861. 
Not only are the manufacturers 
and the employees in their establish­ 
ments benefited, but along with them 
the entire mass of our people of all 
industries, and particularly of those 
who are engaged in agriculture. I assume 
here to-day that the majority of the 
people whc® are assembled here 
are 
American farmers. 
Am I mistaken? I 
have come here this afternoon then to 
discuss with you the effects of a protec­ 
tive tariff system upon agriculture. The 
Democrats are saying to the people who 
live in our cities and in onr manufactur­ 
ing towns, that they are not free traders; 
that the Mills bill is a very innocent 
measure, and that if it passed it would do 
no harm ; but they are insistent in 
season and out of season in making the 
assertion that they are not free-traders, 
and that we are charging them falsely 
when we oharge them with being free* 
That it the rtory, I «V, that 


they are telling in onr manufacturing 
cities and towns. But as I have gone 
through this great State of New York and 
its agricultural counties, I have found 
they are telling quite another story in the 
agricultural districts. Thero they are 
tolling the pooplo that protection is a 
great injury to the farmer; that it is 
nothing more nor less than absolute rob­ 
bery; and that the people of the farms 
are being used to buikl up monopolies; 
to build up great corpon 'ions; that they 
are all being taxed for the benefit of the 
manufacturers and for their laborers and 
for the trusts and monopolies, which they 
say have grown out of this system. They 
forget, it seems to me, that nows travels 
rapidly in this country now, and that you 
can’t preach one doctrine in the city of 
Oswego, and another doctrine on the 
farms in the county of Oswego, without 
being caught at it before November 6th, 
And then I come to tills proposition and 
take up the doctrine of the Democrats, 
that protection is robbery; that it does 
not protect the farmers, but robs them. 
I hold in my hand a Democratic tract 
which is being spread broadcast among 
the farmers of this state. 
It undertakes 
to show the farmers how they are robbed 
by the duty on salt, and the duty on all 
the other articles they buy, and how thej’ 
are not benefited at all in the sale of their 
own products. They tell you first that, 
notwithstanding the present tariff law 
provides for a duty upon every farm arti­ 
cle—a duty for instance of 20 cents a 
bushel on wheat, 15 cents a bushel on 
potatoes, 4 cents a pound on cheese and 
butter, 8 cents a pound on hops—that 
nevertheless that is no benefit at all, be 
cause they say we produce more than we 
consume, and therefore the price is con­ 
trolled here by home competition or by 
the foreign market, and that this pretence 
of the Republicans of maintaining high 
rates of duty upon farm products is utter­ 
ly without avail. Now, I am willing to 
admit to a large extent that that state­ 
ment is true. I say I am willing to admit 
it to a very large extent. For instance, 
the duty of 20 cents a bushel upon wheat, 
does not raise the prioe of all the wheat 
in this country¡JQcent* * bushel. Ido 


not agree with President Cleveland in his 
message, when he says that the duty 
placed on any article not only raises the 
price of that imported article to that 
amount, but it also increases the price of 
the home product of similar character to 
the same amount. Now, then, if this duty 
of 20 cents on wheat did that, it would be 
a very great benefit; but it doesn’t do it. 
The price of wheat in this country is con­ 
trolled by the amount consumed; by the 
demand for it at homo and the demand 
for it abroad. 
Nevertheless, the duty 
upon wheat, cheese, butter and hops does 
this. 
It keeps our own market substan­ 
tially for our own farmers and does not 
give them up without a charge to the 
farmers of Canada—and you do not live 
very far from there. Let mo say that 
last year there were imported into this 
country, chiefly from Nova Scotia and 
Canada, farm products of all kinds to the 
amount of over 417,000,000. They all 
paid a duty. Whatever of wheat came 
in paid 20 cents a bushel, and it all went 
into the treasury. All the butter paid 4 
cents a pound; all the hops from England 
and Canada paid 8 cents a pound. Do 
you think that those duties had nothing 
whatever to do with maintaining fair 
prices on this side? Do we want potatoes 
on the free list as Mr. Mills in the first 
bill he made placed them? or do we want 
to increase the duty on potatoes—-which? 
The duty had better be 25 or 30 cents a 
bushel than that they should be put on 
the free list. [Applause]. I think so. 
[Applause]. 
The Mills bill puts upon the free list 
all vegetables, fresh and salted, peas and 
beans. I believe you grow some in this 
county and some in Jefferson county, aud 
still wo are told, forsooth, the tariff docs 
the farmer no good. I suppose that in 
their vocabulary they do not count wool 
as an agricultural product. [Applause.] 
[Laughter.] But I judgo from some of 
the badges that I have seen worn to-day, 
all wool badges, that the people around 
here know what that means and that 
they are in favor of protecting sheep hus­ 
bandry and the manufacture of woolen 
goods. 
[Applause.] 


W HY FARMS ARE VALUABLE. 
I want to call your attention to some 
general principles which, I think, govern 
and control the prosperity of our agricul­ 
tural classes. First, I make this broad 
statement, that any people which is purely 
an agricultural people is always a poor 
people and always an ignorant people. 
Wherever a people is given to one indus­ 
try, like that of agriculture, in which 
they aro widely scattered over the sur­ 
face of the earth, separated from each 
other and not able by a dense population 
to maintain schools and churches and 
libraries and all of the modern appliances 
of our present civilization, you will find 
the people poor and ignorant. Further 
than that, if you will look at the history 
of this country, you will find that the 
market price of agricultural lands bears 
almost an exact relation or proportion to 
the number of i)©oplo found there who 
aro employed in industries other than 
that of agriculture. Thus briefly: In that 
country where the great majority of the 
people are farmers aud only a very small 
minority are engaged in other industries, 
thero you will find the market price of 
land the lowest; and there you will find 
the income from tho farm the lowest per 
capita; there you will find the prices of 
farm products the lowest. An examina­ 
tion of our last census shows this: That 
in those sections of our own country 
where more than seventy per cent, of our 
people are engaged in agriculture and less 
than thirty per cent, engaged in manu­ 
facturing or other industries, the average 
value of farm lands is ouly f 5 per acre. 
In those portions of our country where 
fifty per cent, of our people and not more 
than seventy per cent, of them are en­ 
gaged in agriculture, the average price 
of farm lands is $13 per acre, and that in 
that section of our country where less 
than fifty per cent, and more than thirty 
per cent.—between thirty and fifty per 
cent. — of the 
people are engaged 
in 
agriculture, 
thero the value of 
farm lands on 
the average is $30 
per acre. But in that portion of the coun­ 
try where less than thirty per cent, are 
engaged in agriculture, and more than 
seventy per cent in other industries, 
there you find the value of the farm lauds 
the highest; that is, their average value 
is not less than $40 per acre. How does 
it happen that the lar» lands of New YorR 


State are worth on an average nearly three 
times what the farm lauds are worth in 
Iowa or Kansas or Nebraska? The lands 
in those three Western States are upon 
the average much more productive and 
fertile than are our lands, but neverthe­ 
less the average market price of farm 
lands in this State is nearly three times 
as much as it is in the three States I have 
named. Why? It is because here in the 
State of New York we have over six mill­ 
ions of people and less than fifty pcrceiit 
of them are engaged in agriculture. In 
other words, nearly sixty percent areen 
gaged in industries aside from agricul­ 
ture, such as in manufacturing, iu com­ 
merce and trade, aud as a result the far­ 
mers of New York have right here in 
their own State a market of nearly four 
millions of people who don’t grow any­ 
thing out of the earth at all, but who 
simply have to buy and use what the far­ 
mers of tliis State produce. That is the 
reason for it. It is our protective tariff 
system which has done all this, aud we 
are for it because we believe in it. The 
benefits which we have derived hero from 
it will bo derived in tho West, because 
many of the Western States aro becoming 
manufacturing States. 


POPULA TION AND FARM PRODUCTS. 
I will call your attention to another fact, 
which is proved by our last census; that 
is, that the value of farm products pro­ 
duced by the farms bears also au exact 
relation to the number of i>eoplc in the 
community or State who are not engaged 
in agriculture. You take those portions 
of our country corresponding with the 
first class which I mentioned, in which 
over 70 per cent, were engaged in agricul­ 
ture, and there you find that the average 
value of the products of the farm per 
capita is only about $1G0.00 each. Then 
you oome down to the other class and 
that section of the country where less than 
30 per cent, of the people engage in agri­ 
culture and more than 70 per cent. 111 
manufacturing, there you will find that 
the average value of the products per cap­ 
ita of those engaged iu 
agriculture 
amounts in round numbers to uearly 
$500.00 for each person. 
They tell you, 
however, that the foreign market, which 
takes your surplus, absolutely controls 
the price of all that you sell iu this coun­ 
try, and that therefore, as you scud your 
surplus to England or Europe and the 
price being made there, you gain nothing 
from this home market. In other words, 
that the prices here are the prices of Eng­ 
land or Europe, less the freights which 
are paid for carrying your products to 
Europo. Let us sec how true that is. 
For instance, they claim that that being 
true, you should buy your manufactured 
products in Euglaud where you can buy 
them cheaper than you do hero. If that 
statement he true, then it is a strong ar­ 
gument; it is a strong argument on their 
side, if it is true. Let us see liow much 
truth there is in it. 
In the first place, 
wo have in this country now more than 
sixty millions of people; less than one- 
half of them, or about 47 per cent, of 
tliem, in round numbers, aro engaged in 
agriculture, and the other 53 per cent, 
are engaged iu other industries and are 
therefore not producers of farm products, 
hut are only consumers. 


OUR HOME M ARKET. 


That gives you in this country a home 
market., outside of your farms, of about 
thirty-five millions of people, right here 
at your homes, about you, iu tlio villages 
and towns and great cities. 
Now then, 
what proportion of the products of your 
farms do these thirty-fivo millions 11011- 
producers consume? We have never ex- 
ported to Europe of our farm products 
moro than eight per cent, of our produc­ 
tion; that is, taking ont cotton and to­ 
bacco, which are not food products. I 11 
other words, we consume here in America 
ninety-two p o t cent, of all we produce, 
and wo ship abroad only a few staples. 
We ship wheat, we ship some corn, wo 
ship beef and bacon and butter and 
cheese. But all the other farm products 
produced in this country, and they are 
far moro valuable than those that I have 
mentioned, are all consumed at home. 
We do not ship them abroad to any per­ 
ceptible extent at all. Now then, so fai­ 
ns all the farm products are concerned, 
except those staples I have mentioned, 
you have a homo market which takes 
them all. Therefore, their prico in Eng­ 
land, whatever it may bo, has nothing to 
4o with the price here. The prico is 


fixed by the amount 1 .reduced here; if 
you have a good season and produce 
much, then the price is low; the prico 
which the farmer obtains depends upon 
the location of the f am and the cost of 
moving that product to tho nearest manu­ 
facturing town or city. It frequently 
happens also that the price of those great 
staples of which I have spoken, wheat, 
beef and corn, is not made iu Liverpool 
at all, but it is made in Chicago or New 
York. Let there be a short crop of 
wheat in England and a short.-crop here, 
and then what happens? Why, the prico 
hero is made in Chicago 011 ’change every­ 
day, and England has to take it at our 
prico or go without food. But again, 
say there is in this country :uj i- - 
menso crop of wheat aud a large crop 
in Europe; why, then the price of wheat 
goes down, following the inevitable law 
of supply and demand. Now then, 1< 1 us 
suppose, for the sake of the arguim t, 
that the price of wheat and the prices of 
the other products which we ship abr< ad 
are fixed in Liverpool. Is that any- ar -;u- 
rnent why we should have Free Trade? Is 
that any argument why we should strike 
down our market which consumes ninety- 
two per cent, of our products?. Wliat 
would be the result if we did it? In the 
first place, one-half of those engaged iu 
manufacturing aud other industries \n uhl 
do what? They would have to go out 
and farm for themselves; rather than 
starve they- would lioe. They would go 
West and take up homesteads which your 
government gives to every citizen, and 
five years from now instead of four and a 
half million farms, you would have six 
millions; you would be producing twenty- 
five per cent, more beef and wheat and 
corn than uow. When that stock should 
bo thrown on the overstocked market of 
Europe, wliut would it bring? You would 
be in the same condition as farmers of the 
West were before the railroads reached 
them iu their extreme pioneer life when 
they burned corn-because it voilld not 
pay to haul it to market. What should 
we do, if it be true that the prices of our 
products arc made in Liverpool? Why, 
they tell you that ludia, the far India is 
shipping vast quantities of wheat to 
Liverpool; and so it is. India last year 
shipped over forty million bushels of 
wheat; aud the laboring men in India 
earn on an average less than live cents a 
day, and they tell you, the Democrats do, 
that we must have Free Trade or we can’t 
compete with India iu tho Liverpool 
market. How are wc going to compete 
with India? 
Last year we imported into this coun­ 
try- over four hundred million dollars 
worth of manufactured products from 
Europe; we imported over $30,000,000 of 
cottons; $-10,000,000 of woolous, $30,000,- 
000 of silk goods, over $50,000,000 of iron 
aud steel products, and so all along th - 
line. What you want upon those goods 
is a revision of the tariff to sucli an extent 
that wc shall undertake to manufacture 
all of the fine woolen goods that we need, 
[Applause] and all the line cotton goods 
and all the grades of steel and iron. And 
if you put the men and women at work 
necessary to make these four hundred 
million dollars worth of goods which we 
imported, you will increase the number 
of people not engaged in agriculture; you 
will have increased your home market to 
such an extent that it would consume all 
you produce, and then, I think, you 
would be somewhat independent of the 
India worker who works for five cents a 
day, wouldn’t you? [Applause.] That is 
the way the Republican party would take 
eare of the agricultural workers and of 
our farm products. 


NO BARTER IN FO REIGN TRADE. 
They tell you that you can’t sol!, how­ 
ever, unless you buy. They tell you th ■ t 
you can’t sell anything to England in the 
way- of beef, or pork <>r cheese unless you 
buy back.their manufactured goods and 
take your pay in what they have to sell. 
In other words, they toll you that for­ 
eign trade is simply barter; tho exclian; 
of one article for another. You send over 
a shipload of wheat; you must bring back 
a shipload of steel rails, knives or woolen 
goods. 
What are the facts iu regard to 
foreign trade? There is no sueli thing as 
barter in foreign trade. Exchange is 
made in money- in the markets of tho 
world aud not in articles. 
Go to England. ¿Ylnvtdo wc find? We 
soli England a great deal more than wo 
buy of her. Sometimes the balance of 
trado between England and America has

The expenditure in the /sta te of N ew York 
for cha rita ble a nd reforma tory institutions, 


hospita ls.county poorhouses.city a lm shouses, 
a sy lums, dispensa ries, 
penitentia ries 
a nd 
sta te prisons in 1887 wa s $25,229 ,683.02. 
It ha s been definitely a scerta ined from ca re­ 
fully prepa red 
sta tistics tha t 
intoxica ting 
liquors were the ca use of three-fourths of this 
expenditure, or $18,9 22,247 .25. 
The tota l receipts for liquor licenses during 
the y ea r were $2,09 5,224.29 . 
The ba la nce cha rgea ble to the liquor tra de 
which it ha s not pa id is $16,827 ,022.9 6. 
The Vedder liquor license bill, v etoed by 
Gov . Hill in 1887, did not propose to la y up­ 
on the liquor tra de the whole of this enornr 
ous expense. 
B ut it w ould ha v e increa sed 
the receipts from tha t source $8,224,680.68. 
The Crosby high license bill, w hich the 
Gov ernor v etoed in 1888, did not propose to 
la y upon the liq uor tra de the w hole of this 
enormous expense.

How the Democrats of the Seventeenth 
Congressional District met here to-day and 
failed to nomiuate a candidate; how Repub­ 
licans are at work hereabout; what Ilill Dcm 
ocrats have done and are still doing, is told 
in the 2 columns that follow : 
NO NOMINATION FO ll CONGRESS. 
The Democratic Congressional Conven 
lion for the Seventeenth District, comprising 
the counties of Ulster. Delaware and Greene, 
met, to-day noon, in the Eagle Hotel, Kings 
ton. The assemblage looked glum. It was 
ascertained that this was caused by the fact 
that no candidate could be found who would 
accept the nomination. Several had been 
spoken of. Th re was Dr. Kennedy, who, 
it was -.aid, by his medical reputation and 
(he 
‘‘substantial’ 
to back it, would 
sweep the district. Dr Kennedy, however, 
did not appear as a candidate. There was 
that prominent lawyer of Delaware, II. C. 
Soop. The hearts of the Democracy at once 
went out towards Mr. Soop. .Mr. Soop. how­ 
ever, was coy. He knows Delaware pretty 
well, and he knows the Republican candidate. 
Mr. S >op said he was not a candidate. 
The Convention was finally organized by 
making \\ illiam F. Russel, of Saugerties, 
Chairman and Frank S. Decker, of Greene 
and S. R. Champion, of Delaware, Secreta­ 
ries. . 
A recess was taken for dinner, Mr. Rus­ 
sel saying that lie hoped the gentlemen 
would decide upon a candidate. After diu- 
ner the Convention again met. It was evi­ 
dent that no man could be found to take tiie 
nomination. Chairman Russel addressed 
the Convention. He told the delegates in 
plain terms that proper energy was not 
shown b\ them. 
“ We should not lie thrown 
on our ‘ beam ends’ bv an adjournment 
without a nomination. I am assured the Re­ 
publican candidate is not a strong man. Iain 
told that our friend Soop can beat that man. 
If he will take tiie nomination we will give 
him our hearty support, not only by our 
votes, but by our money.” 
At this there was applause, and Democrats 
began to appear more hopeful. “No half 
work about this,” said Mr. Russel. “ I will 
back my word with a reasonable subscrip­ 
tion. [Tremendous applause.] I mean busi­ 
ness when I talk this. If weslink in our holes 
now and say we have seen a spook, what will 
the voters of the District say ? If 1 was of 
the age of some of you men I wouldn’t he 
afraid to run—would sweep the District. I 
have told those gentlemen I would pin $1,000 
on their hacks if they would go to the front. 
[Great applause.] I ivill go one better. [Deaf­ 
ening applause.] Let us get up a lilile en­ 
thusiasm and back 
up 
our ticket. 
My first vote was for General Jackson, and I 
have been voting for him ever since. ” [Ap 
plause.] Mr. Russel reiterated that he would 
“ put up ” $2,000 and help look after his 
District besides. He wound up by saving 
“ They tell me it will cost $20,000 to rim in 
the District. Not tais year! ” 
T. B. Westbrook moved to adjourn until 
next Tuedsay. 
John E. Kraft said that Air. Russel’s ad­ 
dress had given several men courage, and 
they would try and select a candidate, to be 
named on the adjourned day. 
An amendment, to adjourn until 2 o’clock, 
to-morrow afternoon, was carried. 
A CORRESPONDENT FREES HIS MIND. 
The following has been received by T iie 
Freeman : “ I was not home on Tues 
day evening, and did not see the great 
Democratic parade, of which so much had 
been promised for weeks, and of which 
The Freeman reports as a special feature of 
the occasion that men and boys were seated 
in one of the wagons playing cards and 
drinking beer, and which. I have no 
doubt, was true, as I heard it from more than 
20 reputable men and women before 1 saw tin* 
account in T iie Freeman, of last evening; and 
if it also be true that 27 saloon keepers were in 
charge of as many different sections of the 
parade, it strikes me very forcibly that the 
name Democratic was a misnomer.

favor. During the last twenty-five years 
the average balance of trado of the 
United States with the wholo world has 
Leen largely in our favor I bring up 
this point simply to show you that Hie 
argument of the free trader, that unless 
you buy of foreign countries their manu­ 
factured goods you cannot sell them hack 
your farm products, is not proved to be true 
Ly the record. It is all against it. Peo­ 
ple of each and every nation buy what 
they want, what they need, and buy it 
where they can get it cheapest; they sell 
their products, if at all, to the other na­ 
tions that want tlim, need them and 
w ho will pay for them. In other words, 
there is no such thing as barter in foreign 
trade. Therefore, it would he no benefit 
to us if we were to remove our duties 
upon woolen goods and steel rails and to 
permit them to come in free. England 
w ouldn't buy another dollar’s worth more 
cf wheat, beef or bacon than she does 
now, or than she would need for the con­ 
sumption of her people; not a dollar’s 
worth more. - Why should she? She has 
thirty or forty million people, and she 
grows the bulk of what they consume at 
home and only goes abroad for the defi­ 
ciency, whatever it may he, of her own 
natural products. If we were to buy 
whatever Eugland made, take it away 
from the rest of the world, she would 
take nothing more than she docs now; 
Lot a dollar’s worth. 


INCREASE UNDER PROTECTION. 
Now, I want to come down a little more 
to details and see if we cannot find that 
We have all been greatly benefited by this 
protective tariff system of ours; and see 
if we cannot find that it has been a great 
profit to the agriculturalist. First, I make 
the assertion that to-day, in the year 
1888, you are receiving for the products 
of your farm all the way from 10 to 50 per 
ceut. more than you did under the last 
free trade period or tariff for revenue, 
which extended down from 1847 to 18G1. 
Is that a bold assertion? I think not. I 
»m willing to leave it to the gray-haired 
sncn before me whose memory carries 
them hack to the days of ’57. I would 
like to ask any of these farmers here be­ 
fore me who remember those days what 
they got for cheese in ’07. What was 
the average price? ]\Iy good friend here 
Fays four and a half cents; another says 
Jive. I was going to say six. My mem­ 
ory goes hack to that time, hut not very 
distinctly, because I was doing more then 
to consume than to produce it. I am go­ 
ing to say six for cheese, 12 for butter, if 
you like, in ’57. How long would the 
farmers of Oswego county continue to 
snake butter and cheese to-day if they 
had to sell it at that price, do you think? 
Not very long, in my judgment. The 
low prices which prevailed then for all 
farm products, made farming a hard, 
dull, wearisome life, undoubtedly. But 
how is it to-day? The farms have in, 
creased in value; the log cabius which 
then were to bo found all over Oswego 
county and the adjacent counties, have 
given place to beautiful homes, painted 
white, with green blinds, with carpets on 
the floors, with pianos in the parlors, 
with fine liarns and out buildings, with 
blooded stock, with fine horses. And I 
wee about me some covered carriages. I 
imagine that they belong to the farmers 
of Oswego county. But is there a farmer 
here to-day who came to town in a hand 
some, well-built buggy in those days? If 
so, let him stand up. He would he a curi­ 
osity. [Applause and laughter]. The 
times have somewhat changed; the times 
are very much better than they were 
then. You arc getting from 10 to 50 per 
cent, more for what you produce than you 
did then. 
There may be some things, like wheat, 
which we no longer produce here, which 
to-day is not as high as it has been at 
other periods in our history; but wheat is 
rapidly on the increase, for it happens 
that the harvest in Europe has been bad, 
and, therefore, the demand is large. But 
if you go farther and look at what your 
produce will buy to-day, farmers of 
Oswego County, you will find that its 
purchasing power is very much greater 
than it was then. 
REDUCTION IN WHAT FARMERS BUY. 
Not only does your produce bring 
more, but all the manufactured products 
which you have to buy have been reduc­ 
ed from 25 to 50 per cent, from what they 
•were in 1855, I860 aud 1861. Isn’t that 
true? Undoubtedly it is. In the first 
place, all the agricultural implements 
which you uso to-day you arc buying for 
ESUSfc l p thfW hftlf the prlcoa wliitfb you 


paid for them then, and they are of much 
better quality, of much better workman­ 
ship, and they do much better work upon 
farms. We lead the world in them. Wo 
produced the first reapers and mowers; 
we have in fact originated all the labor 
saving inventions; we have borrowed 
them from no other people. ’ Like the 
sewing machine in the farmer’s house, 
the sulky plow, the mowing machine and 
other things, which wo produce in this the present rate. Candidly and sincerely 


was to come in this fiscal year, except 
twenty million dollars, [Applause and 
laughter.] I submit to the farmers of 
Oswego county whether there is much 
danger of our surplus being so large 
that we shall find it necessary to repeal 
nil of our internal revenue laws; not, cer­ 
tainly, if the administration should last 
the next four years. We won’t have 
enough to go to the 4tli of March next at 
country, the great hulk of them lias been 
produced by that inventive genius which 
lias been stimulated into activity by a 
protective tariff. Do any of you remem­ 
ber what you paid for band-saws in ’57? 
or any of those other implements such as 
pitchforks, shovels and hoes? Iu those 
days a farmer here would have considered 
that lie had done pretty well if he had 
sold a good fat calf for money enough to 
have bought him two or three of those 
implements. But to-day you can buy the 
best saw in this country for the price of 
a deacon skin. [Laughter.] In those 
days, when butter was 12 cents a pound, it 
took a pound of butter to get a pound of 
nails. To-day you can’t buy a keg of 
nails for a pound of butter, but if it is 
gilt-edged butter, you will come pretty 
near to it. 


SALT FOR A SONG. 
The greatest scare I have heard of yet 
that is being palmed off on the farmers is 
about the tax on salt. This document 
that I have got hero talks about the de­ 
struction of our dairy interests,—our 
dairy interests threatened, —we must 
have free salt for dairying; otherwise the 
dairy interests are threatened. I wonder 
if }*bu remember what a barrel of salt 
brought in ’57. My friend Steele says 
§1.80 for common salt, not such as you 
put into butter, but such as you feed 
cattle! Now, then, it was from §1.75 to 
§2.50. It depends upon where it was de­ 
livered, upon the cost of transportation. 
Now, then, what is the cost of salt in 
Syracuse to-day? Notwithstanding our 
robber tariff, notwithstanding the exor­ 
bitance of the manufacturers of salt,what 
is a lKiund of salt worth to-day? Now, 
then, I was speaking the other day with 
Mr. Horr of Michigan, which is a very 
large salt producing State. lie says you 
can get two million barrels of suit in 
Michigan for fifty cents a barrel, includ­ 
ing the barrel. The price iu this State is 
not worth more than 55 or 60 cents. My 
friend remarks here that it is seven cents 
a bushel in Syracuse and five bushels to 
the barrel. Nov, then, the barrel costs 
from 21 to 25 cents to make. That leaves 
the value of the salt, if wo say 21 cents 
for the barrel, not more than 29 cents. 
The duty on salt is how much? The duty 
on that barrel of salt is how much? You 
have been robbed now for a long time by 
your brethren in Syracuse; they have 
nearly destroyed the dairies of Oswego, 
Herkimer and Jefferson by the excessive 
price for their salt. Now, then, the duty 
on that salt is 30 cents, but you are buy­ 
ing it for 20—one cent less than the duty. 
Cleveland thinks that the duty is added 
to the home price every time, and you 
pay it. Now, then, don’t you see that 
selling it for 29 cents, a penny less than the 
duty, they arc giving you the salt and a 
penny iu addition to take it away ? 


THE TAX ON FAT. 
’ » 
I want to call your attention to this; 
The Democrats say that the Republican 
party intends to repeal the tax on oleo­ 
margarine; that it is going to have free 
oleomargarine; that your candidate for 
Governor is pledged to that. 
[Mr. Ainsworth: Let these farmers give 
three cheers for Mr. Miller who passed 
the oleomargarine hill.] [Three hearty 
cheers were given, after which Mr. Miller 
resumed his speech.] 
Over on the east side of the State where 
they don’t know so well, one good friend 
said that I ought to say one word upon 
the oleomargarine question, because my 
friend thought that these Democratic 
free trade arguments and free trade ora­ 
tors were leading the people astray. The 
Republican party said at Chicago that 
before they repealed the tariff system 
they would repeal the internal revenue 
system. That is what they advised. Now- 
then, we are not going to repeal the in­ 
ternal revenue laws, except as it may he 
necessary to protect all of our industries, 
and as this administration told us that the 
revenues for the ensuing fiscal year would 
ho more than one hundred aud twenty 
millions dollars more than the expendi­ 
tures, and now at this time when Con­ 
gress has been in session nine months and 
passed the appropriation bills, we find 
tip party Uqs ijot ritl 9! $ $ íjurpjyavyiúcli 


the tax upon oleomargarine is not put 
there for the purpose of revenue; not 
even for the purpose of raising the price 
of oleomargarine, or the price of butter. 
If we were to do that, we might be com­ 
pelled to put a tax of twelve or fifteen 
cents on oleomargarine, for it can he pro­ 
duced for five or six ccuts a pound. And 
no farmer can produce butter for less 
than twenty cents a pound nml ought not 
to. Oleomargarine was put under the 
control of the internal revenue depart­ 
ment of the government simply to brand 
it, in order that whoever used oleomar­ 
garine should know that he was tising fat 
and not butter. That w as the object of the 
law, and in order to bring the manufac­ 
ture and sale of oleomargarine under the 
control of the federal government it was 
necessary to put it in the internal reve­ 
nue department and levy a tax upon it for 
the purpose of revenue. But let us 
suppose for a moment that the time 
should come when wo need collect 110 
further revenue from the internal 
revenue department of our govern­ 
ment. Docs any one think that the 
Republican party, the corner stone of 
whose principles is protection, would for 
a moment give up protection for yottr 
butter and retain protection for other 
products? If it wanted to take off all the 
other internal revenue taxes upon other 
objects, it would take eare of the oleomar- 


that platform unequivocally and unquali­ 
fiedly. [Applause]. There shall be no 
doubt as to my position before the people 
of the* State of New York. I think there 
is none now. That question, perhaps, 
does not interest the people here before 
me to-day, so much as it does the people 
of our larger towns and cities and villages, 
Here, iu the open country, where your 
villages are small you have very few, if 
any saloons. You have a regular village 
hotel which is kept orderly and decently 
and there is no complaint of it, perhaps, 
so far as law and order are concerned. But 
go with me into our larger cities and 
towns, go with me into the manufactur­ 
ing village of four thousand people; you 
can scarcely find a manufacturing village 
of that size which 1ms not thirty or forty 
low dives. Tlio number of saloons in the 
state, in round numbers, one authority 
tells me, is thirty thousand; another says 
fifty thousand. We can’t got it, 
but we kuow the number is increasing 
in the country all the time. 
Years 
ago the sale of beer and liquor was con­ 
fined to the public house, w hich was kept 
decently in order for tho accommodation 
of travelers. Now, in our cities, saloons 
arc found upon every corner, sometimes 
taking whole blocks. They consume, to 
a large extent, the wages of our laboring 
classes. They arc a great evil and a curse 
to our state. Why, then, should we not 
restrict them? Do we need any such 
number? Take any view you please, 
whether you are a moderate drinker or 
not. I submit candidly to our people 
that this unrestricted aud uncontrolled 
sale of liquor in our larger towns is really 
one of the greatest evils of modern soci­ 
ety, and it has been rapidly upon the in­ 
crease in this state, chiefly because the 
friends of temperance and reform could 
not agree as to what should bo done. 
garine question just as it took care of it Some refuse to do anything unless they 
when it passed the law. This tract, which 
I hold here, goes 011 and recites a largo 
amount of legislation in this State for tho 
protection of the dairy farmers and says 
that Grover Cleveland signed all these 
bills. Who passed all these hills? Who 
originated them? Why, the Republican 
party was in a large majority in both 
1 tranches of the legislature, and the Re­ 
publican party passed those laws, and all 
that the President (lid,—and ho did his 
duty, and did it manfully,—was to sign 
the bills and they became laws. And now 
as to national legislation it was a measure 
which enabled us to attack this fraud 
everywhere aud expose it to the people. 
I shall not waste your time to detail my 
connection with it. But I will say this; 
when it came into the Senate, it came in­ 
to my hands as chairman of tho commit­ 
tee on agriculture. I had entire charge 
of it in the Senate. When that bill came 
up nearly all the opposition in the Senate 
came from the Democratic side of tho 
chamber. If you will go to the congres­ 
sional record you will find that tdl the 
long and weary speeches against it, reach­ 
ing over days of time, were made by the 
Democrats of the Senate, and finally when 
we came down to tho passage of tho bill, 
I think every vote given against the pas­ 
sage of that bill in the Senate was given 
by a Democrat. I may he mistaken as to 
one or two votes; I am not quite sure and 
I have not had time to refresh my memory 
by looking at the record. I am very sure, 
however, that not more than two Repub­ 
licans voted against it, and my present 
recollection is that not a single Republi­ 
can voted against it in tho Senate, but I 
am sure that every single Democrat voted 
against it in tho Senate and Democrats 
tried to secure a veto of it after it was 
passed and tho message of tho President 
sounded very much like a veto until you 
came to the close of it and then he ended 
it up by signing it. [Applause and laugh­ 
ter.] 


niGH LICENSE COMING. 
At tho last session of the legislature of 
this State there was passed what was 
known as the high license bill. It received 
the support of nearly all the Republican 
members of the Legislature with very few 
exceptions. 
It went to the Governor 
and was vetoed. The hill provided a 
minimum lioense of ono hundred dollars 
for the right to sell ale and beer and the 
lowest rate for the sale of spirituous 
liquors was three hundred dollars. Gov­ 
ernor Hill was petitioned by many of our 
people, Democrats as well as Republicans, 
ti^sigu that measure, but he vetoed it. 
The Republican convention endorsed the 
action of tho legislature in passing that 
bill, aud pledged the people of this State 
that if put in power this fall that it would 
seo that that or a similar measure was 
PAfijsed tiie coming water, Í 
upon 


can do all by making absolute prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of liquor. 
Now, then, the Republican party does not 
believe that prohibition could he passed 
in this state, or could be enforced in this 
state. But it does say that when any con­ 
siderable number desire to vote upon a 
proposition to change tho organic law 
and see what their strength is, they shall 
be given a chance. If we do not behove 
in prohibition, we do believe a degree of 
restriction is necessary and that wo 
should have it. You people in the rural 
districts may not need so much of it. I 
appeal to you to stand by your 
friends in 
the cities aud towns 
and help on this work. 
We are 
confronted by the Democratic party, the 
leader of which in this State has vetoed 
this measure, and has made it to be un­ 
derstood that he is opposed to tins kind 
of legislation. But back of it and along 
with it stands the Liquor Dealers’ Asso­ 
ciation, numbering some twenty thousand 
men or more, who are to-day making 
their boasts all over the State that they 
control, that they can control, its conven­ 
tions, and that they have controlled its 
legislation and have prevented any legis­ 
lation tuking place against their wishes 
or interests. It is not only a great social 
evil, but it has grown to he a great polit­ 
ical evil. I submit to the farmers here 
to-day whether or not we will permit any 
organization in this Shite—any organiza­ 
tion, I say—or any class, to make tho 
boast that they control the legislation of 
this State. The farmers of this State, 
though they are nearly one-half of the 
people, do not seek to control the legis­ 
lation of the State as farmers, and against 
tho interests of tho other people. Do 
merchants or laboring men undertake to 
control the Government of this State for 
their own interests as against the inter­ 
ests of all other people? I think not. 
A GOVERNMENT FOR ALL. 
The government of this State and of 
ever}’ free government should he a gov­ 
ernment for all people, all classes, with­ 
out any distinction. Thero should be 
no building up of any open or secret or­ 
ganization which comes out and says to 
tho people, “ We propose to control this 
government in the future as we have in 
the past. ” So to-day this organization of 
liquor dealers is doing what? Busy caring 
for the misery and poverty which it has 
created? Not at all. But busy in levy­ 
ing assessments upon the organization, 
collecting vast sums of money to be used 
in this election for the benefit solely of 
the Democratic party. 
I know that many of our good peo­ 
ple, calling themselves Prohibitionists 
or who are Prohibitionists, take ex­ 
ceptions to tho word “ lioense,” on 
tho ground that it is granting some espe- 
cittl privilege to titg liquor dQAteOi it i* 
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called “license,” to be sure.» I will not 
stop to split hairs upon the meaning of 
words; but let me make this simple state- 
ment. If there was no law as to the sale 
of liquor at all, every man, woman and 
child would be at liberty to go into tho 
business, and carry it on as freely as 
a grocery man sells his groceries 
tobacco and sugar, wouldn’t they? 
Under the common law every man could 
do that. But licenses, while they permit 
a man to sell liquor, it is sold on cer­ 
tain conditions and lestrictions; it is to 
bo sold at certain hours of the day, ha 
can’t sell to drunkards, to minors, or to 
any one to whom he has been forbidden 
to sell it. If he does sell, he shall sell it 
subject to the conditions of the civil dam! 
age act. That is restriction. That is not 
prohibition. It grants no especial privi­ 
lege. It is upon this ground we take 
our stand. 
A STAND FOR FURTHER RESTRICTION. 
We propose to take a stand for further 
restriction. Now, then, nearly all the 
surrounding states, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Illinois, have the high license 
system. W hat has been the result? It 
has weeded out nearly one-half the low 
dives that were there before; it has re­ 
duced crime; it has decreased the num­ 
ber of arrests, and all the expenses of 
criminal administration; it has been a 
benefit to all the people. It would benefit 
all by any view. We must do what we 
can, and not what we would. It has in­ 
creased very largely the revenues of the 
cities and towns, and goes to support the 
jails and the poor houses. Some say, if 
we grant licenses we go into partnership 
with liquor sellers. We impose fines for 
all sorts of misdemeanors and it goes into 
the treasury. We are not in partnership 
with horse stealing because we impose 
fines. 
I hope the party will be in a majority, 
not because I am the cundidatc, because 
that is of no account at all. The ques­ 
tion is whether the good people of the 
State of New York propose to sustain this 
sort of legislation and carry on this re­ 
form, or whether the other alternative, 
as to who shall be governor if I am not, 
is only left to us by the liquor dealers who 
have controlled tiie state, and they will 
control it now, unless we prevent it now. 
[Applause]. 
REFORM IN THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM. 
The Republican party is pledged to 
bring about reform in the electoral sys­ 
tem; that the law passed last winter, 
vetoed by the governor, if it had become 
a law, would have prevented corruption 
at the polls. Quito likely the bill was 
not perfect in all details. Very little’ieg- 
islation is. But we pass a bill this year 
and go on next year and amend it That 
is the way we do with legislation. Gov­ 
ernor Hill says he vetoed it because it 
was unconstitutional. He might have 
left it to the courts to declare it unconsti­ 
tutional. If it was a hill that the people 
wanted, it should have been given a fair 
trial. The reform is one which the Re­ 
publican party favors, and which it will 
carry out, given a chance. 
You have the issues before you: Pro­ 
tection to our industries; protection to 
our labor; and what is worth more, pro­ 
tection to our homes and the virtues of 
our people. [Applause].

METHODS IN DRAWING. 
Miss Lathro p, in her exercise o n “ Metho ds 
in Drawing,” spo ke o n the stu dy o f fo rms 
and drawing in the Primary Department. She 
said drawing is o f inestimable valu e fro m an 
edu catio nal standpo int 
The hand, eye and 
mind are symmetrically trained by the stu dy 
o f fo rm. 
The highest aim o f edu catio n in 
life is to make the individu al as happy aspo s' 
sible iu this wo rld. 
“ Fro m an indu strial 
standpo int we also have an argu ment iu favo r 
o f drawing. 
We mu st gain a trained hand 
and accu rate eye.” She gave the class sev­ 
eral qu estio ns: “ Is Art Needed in Co u ntry 
Scho o ls?” 
“ What Are the Difficu lties Met 
With in the Intro du ctio n o f Drawing in 
Tho se Scho o ls?” 
“ W hat Mu st u 
Child 
Kno w Befo re He Draws the Fo rm o f an Ob­ 
ject ? ” She said that drawing is the ex­ 
pressio n o f fo rm, and the stu dy o f fo rm, 
therefo re, mu st precede drawing. 


THE TEACHER AS A MAN. 
Pro fesso r F. J. Cheney, o f Kingsto n, de­ 
livered au address o n “ The Teacher as a 
Man.” 
He said in part: “ The term man is 
.u sed iu a generic sense. 
If no t the sentiment 
expressed in the lectu re wo u ld apply to a very 
small pro po rtio n o f the teachers o f the State. 
First—He o u ght lo be an ideal man. Every 
perso u pu rsu ing a pro fessio n do es have o r 
sho u ld hu veau ideal.” He gave as instau ce the 
farmer, the lawyer, the minister. “ Therefo re 
the teacher sho u ld have his ideal which 
sho u ld be kept co nstantly in mind, to wards 
which he sho u ld be pressing. 
Seco nd—He 
sho u ld have a large idea o f his pro fessio n its 
po ssibilities and requ irements. No pro fessio n 
has made mo re rapid strides alo ng the high­ 
way o f pro gress than that o f teaching within 
the last 15 years. Go verno r Berkeley, o f Vir­ 
ginia, mo re than 200 years ago , in repo rtiu g 
the co nditio n o f his Pro vince to his So vereign, 
at Lo ndo n, amo ng o ther things, fo r which he 
expressed devo u t thanks, was the fact that 
they had no pu blic scho o ls within the limits 
o f his Co lo ny, as acco rding to his sentiment 
they were always breeders o f rebellio n. 
Third—If this be the case, he will as a resu lt 
prepare himself tho ro u ghly fo r it. 
Iu every 
o ther pro fessio n a lo ng time is taken fo r 
preparatio n, and I ho ld that if there be any 
pro fessio n fo r which this tho ro u gh prepara­ 
tio n sho u ld be made, that pro fessio n is teach­ 
ing. 
When the teacher co mes to the co nclu ­ 
sio n that he has learned eno u gh abo u t anj’ 
particu lar su bject, that mo ment be o u ght to 
qu it his pro fessio n. 
WbeD he ceases to gro w 
intellectu ally as well as mo rally, Ihen he 
ceases to be au effective teacher. 
Fo u rth— 
He sho u ld be a paiient maD. 
The pro fes­ 
sio n tries the patieu ce(bu t a genial and su nny 
temper is mo st essential. 
The best resu lts o f 
teaching co me slo wly. 
The mo st su ccessfu l 
teachers are tho se who kno w ho w to share in 
and sympathize with the jo ys and so rro ws o f 
o ther peo ple. 
Fifth—Therefo re, lie sho u ld 
be « sympathetic man. 
If Do t he had better 
no t 
enter 
the 
pro fessio n. 
Sixth—He 
sho u ld be a u sefu l citizen. 
This applies 
to himself u s a man o u tside o f the scho o l­ 
ro o m as well u s inside the scho o i-rqo m. 
It 
implies mu ch. 
What it is his bu siness to 
train his pu pils to be, he sho u ld be. 
This 
Go vernment is to be perpetu ated by the vir 
tu e o f its citizens. 
This means tha't citizens 
o f virtu e are to take an interest in it in all the 
relatio ns that exist between man and man, 
that go to make u p that phase o f so ciety we 
cali Go vernment. 
It is no t o nly the teacher’s 
right, bu t his du ty to reco gnize his civil rela­ 
tio n. 
As a member o f the bo dy po litic he 
has du ties to perfo rm. 
He has a right to his 
o wn ideas co ncerning go vernmental po licies; 
co ncerning qu estio ns between parties; co n­ 
cerning matters pertaining to the welfare o f 
the 
co u ntry. 
No t 
o u ly 
has 
he 
the 
right 
to 
have 
these 
views, 
bu t 
to 
express 
them 
o u 
pro per 
o ccasio ns. 
He is no t to lie a partisan in the scho o l­ 
ro o m, bu t I insist it is his right to belo ng to a 
party, and as a member o f a party to do as 
o ther citizens do in a pro per way, advo cating 
the su ccess o f his cau se. 
I am u o t o ne o f 
tho se that believe that becau se a mau 
is a pedago gu e 
he 
sho u ld 
he denied 
the 
privileges that are acco rded to the 
demago gu e. 
That liecau se he has cho sen 
the pro fessio n o f teaching he sho u ld there­ 
fo re be deprived o f his civil au d po litical 
rights. 
The sentiment o f the civilized wo rld 
has changed greatly since that day. 
We find 
that no pro fessio n has gro wn mo re in the es 
timntio n o f the pu blic. 
The time has been 
within the memo ry o f many perso ns when it 
scarcely po ssible to get au extended 
no tice o f a teachers’ meeting in a newspaper. 
These days tlie pro ceedings o f o u r vario u s 
districts, State andNu lio nal asso ciatio ns co m­ 
mand tlie attentio n o f the reading pu blic au d 
who le co lu mns, nay almo st who le pages o f 
daily jo u rnals in the vicinity in which they 
are held are given u p to the repo rting o f 
them.

religio u s man, and, as *u ch, sho u ld assist

Therefo re he sho u ld 
o his fair share in the wo rk o f the chu rch 
always with reference to the requ irements o f 
the du ties o f a scho o l-ro o m. 
This fact so ci­ 
ety seems to reco gnize, fo r we find amo ng 
the mo st active chu rch wo rkers in o u r o wn 
City, what we will find to bo tru e in o ther 
cities, tho se who stand behind the desk in the 
pu blic scho o l-ro o m. 
He sho u ld reco gnize 
his so cial relatio ns, and this is o ne o f the 
mo st impo rtau t.

I t is not walking encyclopaedias 
tb a t do good in the world, bu t skilled brains, able to 
think, and not merely to rem em ber. 


The sessious of the Teachers’ Institute were 
closed in Kingston, this afternoou. 
PoinD of 
iutercst ye8terduv afternoon and to-day are 
mentioned, as follow s: 
METHODS IN DRAWING. 
Miss Latbrop, iu her exercise on “ Methods 
in Drawing,” spoke on the study of forms 
anddraw iug in the Prim ary Department. She 
said drawing is of inestimable value from an 
educational standpoint 
The band, eye and 
mind are symmetrically trained by the study 
of form. 
The highest aim of education in 
life Is to make tbe individual as happy as pos' 
si ble iu this world. 
“ From an industrial 
standjioint we also have an argument iu favor 
of drawing. 
W e must gain a trained hand 
and accurate eye.” 
She gave the class sev­ 
eral questions: “ Is Art Needed in Couutry 
Schools?” 
“ W hat Are the Difficulties Met 
W ith in the Introduction of Drawing in 
Those S chools?” 
“ W hat Must a 
Child 
Know Before He Draws the Form of an Ob­ 
je c t? ” 
She said that drawing is the ex­ 
pression of form, and the study of form, 
therefore, must precede drawing. 
THE TEACHER AS A MAN. 
Ptofessor F . J. Cheney, of Kingston, de­ 
livered au address on “ The Teacher as a 
Man.” 
He said in part: “ The term man is 
Used iu a generic sense. 
If not the sentiment 
expressed iu the lecture would apply to a very 
small proportion of the teachers of the State. 
First— He ought to be an ideal man. Every 
person pursuing a profession does have or 
should have au ideal.” He gave as instance the 
farmer, the lawyer, the minister. “ Therefore 
the teacher should have his ideal which 
should be kept constantly in mind, towards 
which he should be pressing. 
Second—He 
should have a large idea of his profession its 
possibilities and requirements. No profession 
has made more rapid strides along the high­ 
way of progress than that of teaching within 
the last 15 years. Governor Berkeley, of Vir 
ginia, more than 200 years ago, in reportiug 
the condition of his Province to his Sovereign, 
at London, among other things, for which he 
expressed devout thanks, was the fact that 
they had no public schools within tlie limits 
of his Colony, as according to his sentiment 
they were always breeders of rebellion. 
T hird—If tbis be tbe case, be will as a result 
prepare himself thoroughly for it. 
Iu every 
other profession a long time is taken for 
preparation, and I hold that if there be any 
profession for which tbis thorough prepara­ 
tion should be made, tbat profession is teach­ 
ing. 
W hen the teacher comes to the conclu­ 
sion tbat he lias learned enough about any 
particular subject, that moment be ought to 
quit his profession. 
When be ceases to grow 
iutellectually as well as morally, then be 
ceases to lie au effective teacher. 
F ourth— 
He should be a paiient rnaD. 
Tbe profes 
sion tries the patieuccjbut a geniaiand sunny 
temper is most essential. 
The best results of 
teaching come slowly. 
The most successful 
teachers are those who know bow to share iu 
and sympathize with the joys and sorrows of 
other jieople. 
F ifth—Therefore, be should 
be a sympathetic man. 
If not he had better 
not 
enter 
the 
profession. 
Sixth—He 
should be a useful citizen. 
This applies 
to himself as a man outside of the school­ 
room as well as inside tbe scltool-rQom. 
It 
implies much. 
W hat it is his business to 
train his pupils to be, he should be. 
Tbis 
Government is to be perpetuated by the vir 
tue of its citizens. 
This means that citizens 
of virtue are to take an interest in it in all the 
relations that exist between man and man, 
that go to make up that phase of society we 
cab Government. 
It is not only the teacher’s 
right, but his duty to recognize his civil rela­ 
tion. 
As a member of the body politic he 
has duties to perform. 
He has a right to his 
own ideas concerning governmental policies; 
concerning questions between parties; con­ 
cerning matters pertaining to the welfare of 
tbe 
country. 
Not 
ouly 
has 
he 
the 
right 
to 
have 
these 
views, 
but 
to 
express 
them 
on 
proper 
occasions. 
He is not to lie a partisan in tbe school­ 
room, but I insist it is bis right to belong to a 
party, and as a member of a party to do as 
other citizens do in a proper way, advocating 
the success of his cause. 
I am uot one of 
those tbat believe 
tbat 
because a mau 
is 
a pedagogue 
he 
should 
be denied 
the 
privileges that are accorded to the 
demagogue. 
That liecause he has chosen 
the profession of teaching be 6hould there­ 
fore be deprived of liis civil aud political 
rights. 
The sentiment of the civilized world 
lias changed greatly since that day. 
W e find 
that no profession has grow n more in tbe es 
dotation of the public. 
The time has been 
within tlie memory of many persons when it 
was scarcely possible to get au extended 
notice of a teachers’ meeting in a newspaper. 
These days the proceedings of our various 
districts, State and Nationai associations com­ 
mand tlie attentiou of the reading public and 
whole columns, nay almost whole pages of 
daily journals in the vicinity in which they 
are held are given up to the reporting of 
them.

are 
rapidly 
m ultiplying 
so 
that 
the 
pedagogic 
library 
of 
tlie 
progressive 
teacher is now of respectable size.

Teaching, to-day, is recognized as a profes­ 
sion, aud the fact that teachers, as a class, 
have not been given greater consideration by 
tbe public is as much the teachers fault as 
any, for he has consented to take the place 
to which be lias been remauded without at all 
indicating to the public that he considered his 
profession as among the noblest in which men 
can engage. 
* * * The true teacher is a 
benefactor. 
He who enters into the profes­ 
sion and makes most of its possibilities must 
therefore have a large idea of it. 
He would 
have had lie chosen to lie a merchant. 
He 
should also recognize his church relations. 
The teacher who measures up to tbe fuli 
requirement 
of 
a 
man 
should 
be a 
religious man, and, as $uch, should assist 
in tbe carrying on of those very necessary’ or­ 
ganizations in socipty. 
Therefore be should 
do bis fair share in the work of the church, 
always with reference to the requirements of 
the duties of a school-roora. 
This fact soci­ 
ety seems to recognize, for wc find among 
the most active church workers in our own 
City, what we will find to be true in other 
cities, those who stand behind the desk in the 
public school-room. 
He should recognize 
his social relations, and this is one of the 
most important. 
The teacher must remem­ 
ber that he is an example that is being coj> 
ied; that he is a person whose conduct is be­ 
ing watched; that be is placed in a position 
to do a great deal of harm socially or a great 
deal of good, and therefore he should have 
intense convictions as to the duties devolving 
upon him as a social being.”

The correspondence which we copy to day 
from the Philadelphia Times exposes the 
President’s new scheme for winning hack the 
Irish Tole. 
He is coing to send a new re 
taxation message to Congress. 
That is all 
He will do it at the moment that Congress is 
ready to adjourn. 
This will call the mem 
hers back to their seals and fix the eyes of the 
nation upon them, and his admirers will say 
he has done s brave act. 
If Congress had de 
termined not to adjourn, then he would have 
to create bls own opportunity. 
There would 
not be so large a show of luridness in sending 
a message to Congress while the members 
were sleeping in their scats waiting for the 
election to go by, but it would be the hest 
that he could do under the circumstances 
And such a message is to w ingback the Irish 
vote! 
Has Mr. Cleveland not yet discovered 
that the Irish are not fools? 
If he has failed 
to learn this great truth, he will pet an object 
lesson on the subject on the filii of November 
which be will rememiier the rest of his life 
The correspondent acknowledges that the 
President’s first retaliation message was in­ 
tended to win the Irish vote, but that it has 
failed of this effect because those whom it 
was expected to influence doubted his sin 
cerity. 
But Mr. Cleveland thinks a second 
message will convince them mat he is terribly 
in earnest, aud that then they will come 
flocking back into the Democratic camp 20,OOO 
strong. 
And what would this do in the 
opinion of the correspondent, who gets Ids 
figures from the I>cmocratic National head­ 
quarters ? 
W hy, it would give him 40,000 
majority in the state of New York, or just 
ao much majority as a change of 20,000 votes 
would create. 
As things are at present, 
therefore, without the change of tins 20 OOO 
votes, there would be no majority st a ll! 
This is the candid opinion of Chairman 
Brice, disclosed to a man who thinks it 
"alm ost a pity to let loose the secret."

WHAT GOV. HILL IS COSTING THE STATE. 


The expenditure in the /state of New York 
for charitable and reformatory institutions, 
hospitals.county poorhouses,city almshouses, 
asylums, dispensaries, 
penitentiaries 
and 
state prisons in 1887 was $25,229,063.02. 
It bas l>cen definitely ascertained from care­ 
fully prepared statistics that intoxicating 
liquors were the cause of three-fourths of this 
expenditure, or $18,922,247.25. 
The total receipts for liquor licenses during 
the year were $2,095,224.29. 
The balance chargeable to the liquor trade 
which it has not paid is $10,827,022 90. 
The Tedder liquor license bill, vetoed by 


G o t. Hill in 1887. did not propose to lay up­ 
on the liquor trade the whole of this enornr 
ous expense. 
But it would have increased 
the receipt* from that source $3,224,080.08 
The Crosby high breme bill, which the 
Governor vetoed in 1888, did not propose to 
lay upon the liquor trade the whole of this 
enormous expense. 
But it would have in­ 
creased the receipts from that source $4,612,- 
477.71. 
Had Gov. HUI allowed both of these meas­ 
ures to Iteeome laws, it would have added to 
the taxes of the liquor traffic $7,887,156.39, 
every dollar of which would have been saved 
to the tax payers of the slate. 
There would 
then remain $8,989,864 57 of damage from 
the liquor traffic for Hie jfople to pay 
Gov 
Hill is costing the state nearly $8,000,000 a 
year by his vetoes of bills for the proper tax­ 
ing and belter restriction of the liquor tref 
fie. 
Is that traffic able to pay for the injury it 
causes ? 
It lins been estimated that a tax of 
IO cents upon every barrel of lieer made in 
the state, paid at the breweries, would raise a 
campaign fund of $250,000 for David B. 
HUI, without taxing a single saloon or bar. 
Edward Murphy, Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic State Committee, is brewing 2,000 bar 
reds of taTr a week or 104,000 barrels a year, 
and Frederick Cock, Secretary of State, i 
doing an cquai amount of business. 
The 
200,000 barrels turned out bv these statesmen 
will bring to the retail trade, at 5 rents a glass, 
the enormous sum of $182,400,000. 
By the 
census of 1880 there were 325 breweries iu the 
slate, and the number or producing capacity 
of these has since been trebled. 
The lifer 
trade alone could tiny this infinitesimal tax 
without causing a pangof distress anywhere 
The internal revenue tax paid by the liquor 
trade of New-York to the federal govern 
ment is $14,000,000 a year. 
This tax is paid 
cheerfully because it is the foundation of the 
whisky ring, aud any proposal to repeal it 
in order that the proceeds may la* transferred 
to the state treasury where it is nccdtsl is met 
by the derisive cry of '* free w hisky ” from 
every Democratic throat. 
David B. Hill did 
not avert an oppressive tax when he vetoed 
the Tedder and Crosby bills. 
He simply ad­ 
vanced the cause of free whisky, by making 
it impossible, so tongas lie remains Governor,

THE TEACHER AS A MAN. 
Professor F. J. Cheney, of Kim-ston, de­ 
livered an address on “ The Teacher as a 
Man.” He said in part: " The term man is 
lived iu a generic sense, 
lf not the sentiment 
expressed in the lecture would apply to a very 
small proportion of the teachers of the Stile. 
First—lie ought lo be an ideal man. Every 
person pursuing a prof) ssion does have or 
should have an ideal.” lie gave us instance the 
farmer, the lawyer, the minister. " Therefore 
the leadier should have his ideal which 
should lie kept constantly in mind, towards 
which he should be pressing. 
Second—He 
should nave a large idea of hi* profession its 
C 
ai I dillies and requirements. No profession 
made more rapid strides along the high­ 
way of progress than that of teaching within 
the lust 15 years. Governor Berkeley, of Vir­ 
ginia, more than 200 years ago, in rejrortiug 
the condition of his Province to his Sovereign, 
at London, among other things, for which he 
expressed devout thanks, was the fact that 
tin y bud no public schools within the limits 
of his Colony, as according to his sentiment 
they were always breeders of rebellion. 
Third—If this be the case, he w ill as a result 
prepare himself thoroughly for it. 
Iu every 
other profession ii long time is taken for 
preparation, ami I hold that if there be any 
profession for which this thorough prepara­ 
tion should Ix* made, that profession is teach­ 
ing, 
When the teacher comes to the conclu­ 
sion that he has learned enough about any 
particular subject, that moment lie ought to 
quit his profession. 
When he ceases to grow 
intellectually as well as morally, then he 
ceu«es to hr on effective teacher. 
F o u rth - 
lie should be a patient man. 
The profes­ 
sion tries the patience,hut a genial and sunny 
temper is most essential. 
The best results of 
tem bing come slowly. 
The most successful 
teacher* mc those who know how lo share in 
and sympathize with tin* joys and sorrows of 
other jxople 
Fifth—'I herefore, he should 
he a sy in (sit bet ic man. 
If not he had better 
not 
cuter 
the 
profession. 
Sixth—Ho 
should he a useful citizen. 
This applies 
to himself as a man outside of the school­ 
room as well as inside the school-rqom. 
It 
implies much. 
What it is his business to 
train his pupils to lie, he should be. 
This 
Government is to Ix- perpetuated by tbe vir 
tue of its citizens. 
This means that citizens 
of virtue are to take un interest in it in all the 
relation* that exist between man and man, 
that go to make up that phase of society we 
call Government. 
It is not only the teal her’* 
right, hut his duty to recognize his civil rela­ 
tion. 
Aa a member of the body politic he 
has duties lo perform. 
He bas a right to his 
ow n ideas concerning governmental policies; 
concerning questions Ix-twei-u parties; con­ 
cerning matters pertaining to the welfare of 
tbe 
country. 
Not 
ouly 
has 
be 
the 
right 
to 
have 
these 
views, 
but 
to 
express 
them 
on 
proper 
occasions. 
Ile is not to lie a partisan in tbe school­ 
room, hut I insist it is his right to belong to a 
party, and as a member of a party to do as 
other citizens do iii a proper way, advocating 
the success of his cause. 
I am not one of 
those that believe that because a man 
is a pedagogue 
he 
should 
tx- denied 
the 
privilege* that are accorded to the 
demagogue. 
That Ix-cause he has chosen 
the profession of teaching lie should there 
fore he deprived of his civil aud political 
rights. 
The sentiment of the civilized world 
ha* changed greatly since that day. 
We find 
that no profession has grow n more in tbe es 
tiaiation of the public. 
I he lime has been 
within the memory of many persons when it 
was arn refly po*'idle to get an extended 
notice of a teachers’ meeting in a newspaper, 
Theae days the proceeding* of our various 
districts, State and National uvxxiurioti*com­ 
mand the attention of the reading public aud 
whole columns, nay almost whole pages of 
daily journals in the vicinity in which tbev 
are held are given up to the reporting of 
them.

Teaching, to-day, is recognized as a prides 
ainu, and the tact that teachers, as a class, 
have not bei n given greater consideration by 
the public is n« much the teacher* fault as 
any, for he has convented lo take the place 
to which he has been remanded without at all 
indicating lo the public that he considered his 
profession ss among the noblest in which men 
can engage. 
* * * The true teacher is a 
benefactor. 
Ile who enters into tbe proles 
aion und makes most of its possibilities must 
therefore have a large idea of it. 
He would 
have had he chosen to lo- a merchant. 
He 
should u I so recognize his church relations 
The teacher who measures up to the full 
requirement 
of 
a 
man 
should 
be 
religious man, and, as *uch, should assist 
in the carrying on of those very necessary or- 
I 
anizalions in society. 
Therefore be should 
o his fair share in the work of the church, 
always with reference to the requirements of 
the duties of a school room. 
This fact sod 
ety seems to recognize, for we find ninon/ 
the most active church workers in our own 
City, what we will find to be true in other 
cities, those who stand behind the desk in the 
public school room. 
He should recognize 
bis social relations, and this is one of the 
most important. 
The teacher must remem­ 
ber that he is an example that is being cop­ 
ied; that he is a person whose conduct is be­ 
ing watched; that be iv placed in a position 
to do a great deal of harm socially or a great 
deal of good, and therefore he should have 
intense convictions as to the duties devolving 
upon him as a social being.” 


A TRI BUTZ TO MR. DRAPER. 
During the course of his address Professor 
Cheney paid a strong tribute to Hon. A. 8 
Draper, Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and stated how much be had done for tho 
schools of this State.
